The Russians in this district now 
must either fight their way out east- 
ward nr retire in a southeasterly di 
rection, for the only railway left en 
tirely in their hands is that running 
from Vilna to Lida and thence to 
Bnranovitebi. 

Tbe battle, seemingly, must be 
fought out between troops now in 
the district between Vilns, Lida 
and Slonim. with the assistance of 
any reinforcements that can be 
spared to hold the German force 
that has reached Vileika. 

At the southern end of the line 
General Ivanoff ia still keeping von 
Maekensen at arms' length from the 
fortress of Rovno. the key ti 
Kiev, and in counter atUcks has re 
taken villagea in Volhynia aad Qa> 
licia. 

B3th the Germans and the French 
claim minor victdries nn the western 
front, but neither there, in tbe lUl 
iaa theater nor ita the Dardaaellos, 
have any evenU of aay great mo- 
ment been reported. 

The political .situation in the Bai- 
kins is still shrouded with consider- 
able myatery. Tbe Bnlgarians af- 
ter getting what they wanted from 
Turkey in the cession of a railway 
line, appear to be wall satiafied for 
I he present. 

With Bulgaria aarrounded by 
Serbia, Greece and Rumania and 
her coasts open to attack by Anglo- 
French. Italian and Russian fleets, 
however, it ia believed hire tbat 
Bulgaria will hedtate before throw- 
ing in her lot with thoentral pow- 
ers and Turkey. 

Turkey is declared to be having 
her own troubles over tbe cession of 
the Dedesghateh railway. The 
Mu.^suhnan [mpulation in ihi.< strip 
of land is said to be in revolt against 
being placed under the Bulgarian 
government.

One ihould ba 
Tvry careful before tha particular 
breed l« rbiMinn. To use a. Holstein 
sir* one rear In order to obtain a 
lari* flow of milk, a Ounnmny aire an- 
otkar year to secure richness of milk, 
and a ghorthom sire the nest time, 
Is the wTonc principle to employ In 
tha breedtns and raising of sood cows. 

Ondoubtadly some good oows will 
ba obtained In the herd from such 
methods of proct-durn, but there will 
ba no uniformItT of site, form, appear- 
ance and production, and the owner 
has no aosurance of what he Is going 
to get In the future. It Is a case of 
too many In the mixture, and It Is 
guesswork as to which ono will come 
to the top. 

First, select the brood with great 
care, then stick to It. If a mistake Is 
made the first time in obtaining poor 
specimens and poor producers, then 
rectify the mistake as soon as pcsnitilo 
by selecting the rlRht kind of a s ro 
belonging to the same breed to head 
the ker«, er bf aeUlBg the aatmala

AlthouKh it i^ a f u I that .some dairy 
breeds Kivo yellower niilli th;in ofh.TS. 
even though it may he no riiher in 
fat. the thing of greatest inlUienee in 
color is the kind of feed the cows 
are gptling .Market d >niaiid3 call for 
a yellow liutter, which is supplied In 
the creamery by the use of certain 
harmleHS vegetable dyeg. the use of 
which dairy laws rightly permit. 

The color also ran be fed inti the 
milk and nialve the use of dyi'S un 
necesBury. ( urrota. for example, color 
milk «nd cream quickly. One of tho 
natural coloring materials in milk and 
butter Is called carotin, froiu carrot.s, 
and this material is found In many 
food materials. It is plentiful in freah 
green grass, hence the milk colors 
up well In early spring. Alfalfa hay, 
cured to have a bright green color, 
contHHis good siiplies of carotin, which 
appears in the ereuin as a result. 

Hay which has lost this green color, 
dry corn f.Mld.'r, silage, straw, yel- 
low corn .iiid .vlule. wli.-at. wheat 
bran. (Ottoiiseed meal and oilier inill.'d 
feed.s contain practically iio.ie. and 
cream from cows so fed will produce 
a li<;ht colored butter unless artillclal 
culoritig Is supplied. The color adds 
nothing to the value or dlBestibtlity 
of butter, save in one's mind, but the 
market dt'inaiiils a yellow batter all 
the year round and the COlOT Binst 
either be su|>pllad IB tfe* (Ced OT iS 
the creamery.

The seii.iralioii 
of curdled milk Hiially dogs the skim 
uiilk tiibe.s. with the result that more 
Bkiin milk pass's through ilii' rreMI 
outlet, making u thinner cieuiu. 

On the uthcr hand, when sour milk 
whii h has not curdled Is separated, 
the cream produced will t>« thicker.

POISONS OF JOHNSON GRASS 



411 Fodder Plants Related to Sor- 
ghum Must Be Used With Discre- 
tion as Feed for Stock. 

(By O. 11. GLOVER. ri,l..rado Kxp<>rl- 
msBt Btatlon.) 

Johnson grass is closisly related to 
lorghum. Poisoning of cattle from 
sorghum and kaflr com is well hnown. 
After oheaileal aaalysia of many 
plants BmBni<di gave the foUowlag 
advice: "All (odder planU related to 
aondittm must be used with discretion' 
In either the green or dry etate and 
should not be glren In large amounts 
to animals which have tasted for aome 
ttgaeb" "Rie poison la these plants \» 
hyiirocyanlc add. Poisoning usually 
oeeora when the plaata havs made a 
atuntad growth from draaght aad are 
oatea In large quaatltiea, irtian the 
animala are very hungry. 

Animala poisoned in this way usu- 
ally die within halt an hour aad some- 
timaa live only a few minutes. Hydro- 
eyaalc acid Is the most deadly of poi- 
sons and ifk large doaea kills ahaost 
tnstaatly. Aniaials usually die sud- 
denly from paralysis of respiration 
and before medical measurss can be 
thought of or preparrd for use.

The fact only provea that German 
women are "sisters under the skin" 
with the women of other nationa. is 
feminine hatred of the enanj more 
intense in Unter den Linden than in 
the Chsmps Elyaeoa or in London's 
West End? We doubt it Woman's 
capaeity for hate ie equaled only by 
her capacity for lore. Bir iinfffn 
depths of affection are matriiM by 
depths of enmity, where her erao- 
tiona an profoundly stirred, un- 
known t» naa. VeB, indiridnally 
and in the aggregate, fight and for- 
give. But with tiie women the of- 
fense rankles long allar tba physica] 
wounds are healed. 

Hatred is not a new feminine at- 
tribute, nor is it local to any country. 
The women of Berlin are no better 
haters than were the women ef the 
South in the Civil war or the women 
of Rome and Athena centuries before. 
Hatred has been a sex prerogative 
since the beginning of history, and 
its poaeenion is what makes women 
in the hrnader .sense the best patriots. 
There is a theory that women would 
put an end to wtr if they had the 
teterminidg voice. That is a hyr 
nothesis of doubtful soundness. ' 

Few women are pacific at heart, 
and though the development of po- 
litical conaciousness has made them 
more keenly appreciative of the ter- 
rible price they pay fot war, the 
proposition is a long way from proof 
that they would aboliah it if they 
could.
